September 0 ns the time for 
members of the brothers to begin 
leaving their jobs. 


The organizations involved, he add- 


ed, are the trainmen, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Enginemen and Firemen, 
Switchmen's Union of North Amer- 
ica, and the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. 


The membership of the groups totals 


approximately 250,000 men. 


Strike Threatens 


CHICAGO — </P)—A strike of 350,000 


men -who operate the 'tuition's trains, 
was threatened 
Wednesday in the 


wake of the carrier's refusal to meet 
demands of a 20 per cent increase in 
wages. 


Three weeks of conferences between 


a committee of 15 representing 86 
major railroads and spokesman for the 
five oprating brotherhoods ended sud- 
denly with the

Chairman H. A. Enochs of the manage- 
ment group that the raise could not 
be granted because it might prove 
"ruinous." 


The unionists then issued a state- 


ment saying:

LONDON, Eng.— (IP) —The British 


government announced Thursday night 
it was preparing to deal "appropri- 
ately" with the Japanese government 
on the wounding by Japanese fliers of 
British Ambassador Sir Huge Knateh* 
bull Hugessen near Shanghai.. 


This "appropriate action" will be

Japs Finally Land 


SHANGHAI, China —(fP)— 
Japan 


struck crushing blows ashore and at 
sea Thursday that spread the unde- 
clared war virtually to all China and 
imperiled her main defenses. 


Japanese reinforcements swarmed 


ashore north and east of Shanghai 
despite terrific losses earlier by the 
Chinese mines and gunfire, and were 
pressing in from two directions upon 
the city. 


Landing of troops in a wide area of 


the Woosung promotory and from the 
lower Yangtze river put the Shanghai 
defenders between the blades of pin- 
cers. 


Effectst of these new reinforcemnts 


military observers said, made it certain 
that the war had reached a critical 
stage here, that Japan was pressing 
the situation with all her strength 
and that decisive developments were 
impending. 


Coast Blockade Ordered 


At sea, Japan struck with a new 


weapon against which China is de- 
fenseless, a naval blockade of 800 miles 
of her coast. Vive Admiral Hasegawa, 
commander-in-chief of the Japanese 
Third fleet, established the blockade 
south along the Chinese coast from 
the mouth of the Yangtze. 


The blockade, to be enforced by 


ships of Admiral Hasegawa's fleet, 
went into immediate operation against 
all Chinese shipping. Foreign vessels 
were specifically exempted. 


Although no state of war has been 


declared between China and Japan, 
the zone affected now has been spread 
to almost the entire Chinese map. The 
southern half, which has escaped at 
least the direct efforts of the struggle 
until now, became a war area because 
of the Japanese naval patrol extending 
through the straits between Formosa 
and the South China mainland. 
The blockade paralyzed Chinese ship- 
ping, but neutral observers believe 
its purpose was to retaliate for des- 
truction of Japanese property by the 
Chinese shells and warplanes. 


Obliteration of Chinese costal trade 


was expected not to hamper China's 
armies at Shanghai and in the north- 
ern provinces. It was viewed, raher, 
as a windfall for British and other for- 
eign vessels which will have a mono- 
poly of the commerce. Japanese ship- 
ping, it is believed, will be unable to 
participate because most of it has been 
withdrawn for military punxises and. 
because Chinese stevadores refuse to 
handle Japanese-borne g<K>cls.

Ids Affect Life From Day of Birth Until 


Day of Death

body and how they rcffulate and 
control our lives.

The internal glandular system of the 


human body is one of the most im- 
portant from the point of view of suc- 
cessful living. These glands develop 
substances which are vital since they 
control the actions of various organs; 
they initiate the functions associated 
with childbirth; they determine the 
body's growth. 


There are, moreover, other glands 


known as glands of external secretion 
which are equally vital since they are 
concerned with digestion and sex ac- 
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VVIierc the various glands which 


regulate life are located in the 
body. 


tivities. The glands of external se- 
cretion include the liver, the pan- 
creas, the salivary glands and the sex 
organs. 


Moreover, some of these organs also 


manufacture materials which go di- 
rectly into the blood as internal secre- 
tions, The glands which secrete inter- 
nal secretions exclusively include the 
thymus._the pineal gland, the thyroid 
and parathyroid K)iiids, the pituitary, 
the suprarenal glands and the sex 
glands. 


A gland is any portion of the body 


that develops a secretion. The breasts, 
for example, secrete milk, the salivary 
glands secrete saliva which moistens 
the mouth and contains ferments 
which help to digest starches. The 
stomach secretes hydrochloric acid and 
pepsin and these help digestion. The 
pancreas secretes both an internal se- 
cretion known as insulin which is con- 
cerned with the control of sugars, and 
an external secretion known as trypsin 
which is concerned with the digestion 
of proteins. 


These external secretions are, of 


course, involved in many of the func- 
tions of the body. The internal secre- 
tions which go directly into the blood 
act frequently at remote points in the 
body from the gland by which they 
are secreted. Indeed the glands of in- 
ternal secretion have been considered 
to be an interlocking chain which gov- 
erns all of the actions of the human 
organism. 


Overgrowth of some of the glands 


may result in the apeparance of giants; 
underactivity by these glands results 
in the development of dwarfs. Changes 
in the sex glands may make women 
look like men or look like women. 


So astounding are some of the facts 


in relationship to glandular activities 
that all sorts of books have been writ- 
ten to capture the public fancy and 
almost any claim has been received 
with interest. 


It has been pointed out that the life 


of the human being may be divided 
into three well-defined periods: The 
first, from birth to maturity; the sec- 
ond, up to the time when degenera- 
tion of the tissues begins, and the 
third, from the end of most human ac- 
tivity through the time of senescence 
and old age up to death. The glandu- 
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lar mechanism of mankind varies in 
its activity during these periods. 


Unquestionably in the first period- 


thai of growth up to maturity—the 
glands which control growth are of 
the greatest importance. During the 
time of maturity, other glands exercise 
their functions. In the period of old 
age, the glands begin to break dowi^j 
and degenerate and discontinue their 
activities,

Stefansson Says Russian 
Fliers Will Have Plenty 


of Food

WASHINGTON.—Efforts at recsuing 


.he Russian fliers lost in the Arctic 
open again a quaint little chapter in 
northern exploration. 
Vilhjalmar Slcfansson, top-flight ex- 
plorer of the dog-team days, is co- 
ordinating the rescue efforts, with 
icatlquartors In the Russian embassy 
icrc. Stefansson 
is generally con- 


ceded to know his Arctics. But he 
'lad one noted critic, the late oRald 
Amundsen, himself lost amid the ice 
'loes with several companions who 
set out in a plane to rescue the second 
and illfated Nobile flight into the Arc- 
tic in 1928. 


Stefansson says there is no danger 


)£ the Russians starving if they landed 
with any equipment. Moreover, he 
says, they probably could land their 
:>lane safely on the ice. Years ago, 
Stefansson and a pair of college youths 
traveled afoot across part of the ice 
area in which the present search is 
Doing conducted. 


Seal Diet 


They couldn't carry enough food to 


last them for the two months or more 
they expected to be on the ice. Stef- 
ansson planned that they should live 
'off the country," by eating seal meat. 
It was an experience, but they sur- 
vived in good health. 


Since then several experiments in 


various colleges have been conducted 
to prove that man cannot live on meat 
alone. Stefansson was reminded of 
one midwestern school which put sev- 
eral students on a meat diet. At the 
end of two weeks the men almost turn- 
ed inside out at the sight of meat, 
cooked or raw. Worried experiment- 
ers promptly ended the test with a 
conclusion that it would not work 
They put their men back on a balanc- 
ed diet. 


O'ut on the ice with his two com- 


panions, Stefansson had the same ex- 
perience. At the end of two weeks 
the men could cat no more meat 
Their stomachs rebelled at the sight ol 
fresh seal blubber or any other kind 
of blubber. But Stefansson waited 
He had been through it. After a day 
or two of eating nothing, the men's 
appetite for blubber returned. It hac 
to. Thcr was no balanced diet of cab- 
bage and spinach they could turn to 
out there on the ice.

The West Virginia federation voted

ing Company Act 


WASHINGTON — (#)— Tht Amer- 


ican Waterworks & Electric Co., a 
large public utility holding company, 
filed a voluntary reorganization plan 
with the Securities Commission Wed- 
nesday in compliance with the so- 
called "death sentence" 
section of 


the Utility Holding Company Act of 
1935. 


The utility act empowered the com- 


mission beginning Jan. 1 1938, to force 
utility holding companies to simplify 
their capital structures, 


American Water Works, a $384,644,- 


218 system, proposed to simplify its 
setup by dissolving an intermediate 
holding company, the West Penn Elec- 
tric Co., merger of one of its smaller 
companies and genereal 
rearrange- 


ment of administration of other com- 
panies. The West Penn Electric Co., 
is a $75,000,000 concern. 


American Water Works thus became 


the first big holding concern to bow 
to a controversial section of the Utility 
Holding Company Act which empow- 
ers the Securities Commission to force 
utility concerns to integrate their sys- 
temsgeographically, economically and 
financially. 


The step was taken without waiting 


for the section to become effective 
or constitutionality of the act to be de- 
termined. The system operates in Penn 
sylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, Mary- 
land and Virginia.
